The seventy-third session of the Missouri Annual Conference 
convened at the Methodist Church in Palmyra, Wednesday, Sept. 
11th, 1889, at 9 a. m., Bishop J. C. Granbery presiding.

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Report of Board of Education. 

CENTRAL COLLEGE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Missouri Conference , M. E. Church , 
South: 

Your Board of Education submits the following report of Cen- 
tral College: 

We rejoice to note the grand opening of this College. The 
one hundred and forty -four (144) matriculates is quite an increase 
over last year’s opening. We are highly gratified to learn of the 
universal satisfaction of our own people with the management of 
the institution and the attainments of its students. Dr. Ham- 
mond, the President, has in the short time he has served the Col- 
lege made himself felt and respected as an educator. The able 
faculty, some of whom have been connected with the literary 
interests of our church in the Missouri conference for many years, 
seem untiring in their labors to make Central College what our 
church demands it should be — a first-class institution not only in 
name, but in the great and good work for our young men. We 
hope the day is not far distant when this College will be the cen- 
ter of attraction to our young men seeking an education. Your 
Board is aware there is much to be done to attain this noble end. 
Better facilities for scientific work are imperative. A hall for 
this purpose is immediately needed. $25,000.00 has been sug- 
gested to us as the amount necessary for said building. We 
therefore recommend that the following committee of three (3) be 
elected to act with a like committee of three (3), from each of the 
conferences in Missouri, to devise plans and select an agent, if 
thought best, to raise the amount needed for the proposed build- 
ing, and increasing the endowment: Jos. H. Pritchett, John 
Anderson, W. O. Gray. 

We also recommend the reappointment of Rev. J. D. Ham- 
mond, D. D.j President of Central College. 

HOWARD FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We are glad to be able to report the continued prosperity of 
Howard Female College, under the faithful management of Rev. 
H. D. Groves, President, and the able faculty of this honored 
institution. We are gratified to know that the present session 
has opened with so large an increase of students. The demands 
upon the Board of Curators, and, indeed, upon the whole church, 
for either a new building or extensive repairs upon the present 
property, has determined the Board of Curators to raise at least 
twenty^thousand dollars as soon as possible, to enlarge the Col- 
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lege building and otherwise provide for the growing interests of 
the institution, which deserves the liberal assistance and hearty 
cooperation of the members of the Missouri conference and the 
members and friends of our church to aid in this necessary 
enlargement. Fayette generously proposes to contribute ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for the above purpose, if the friends 
of the school will raise an equal sum. If we fail to offer to our 
people facilities for obtaining a Christian education equal to those 
of other denominational schools, we cannot expect to secure their 
attendance and thus have the influence of our young ladies in our 
own church. 

We recommend the reappointment of Rev. H. D. Groves, 
President of Howard Female College. We endorse the action of 
the Board of Curators. We also recommend the election of R. P. 
Williams, Curator, vice S. L. Woody, resigned. . 

* ST. CHARLES COLLEGE. 

This old and seemingly neglected College is still in existence 
and in the bounds of the Missouri conference. We appreciate 
the favorable opening this year and regret that it was not many 
times larger in matriculates. The boarding department is about 
full. Dr. Myers, the faithful and energetic President of this Col- 
lege, is still at the helm of affairs. He and a corps of competent 
professors are making full proof of their ability to do the work 
committed to them. The Curators are looking after the financial 
interests of the institution. We hope they will be able to adjust 
any matter of that character amicably, that shall need their atten- 
tion. Brethren, your Board would appeal to you, as a conference, 
not to forget the faithful work done in years past nor the advocacy 
of the claim of this school upon our people now. 

We respectfully ask the reappointment of Rev. H. M. Myers 
to the presidency of St. Charles College.

The splendid opening 
of this year, with an enrollment of one hundred and forty pupils 
is the strongest endorsement of the management of this institu- 
tion by Prof. J. A. Lanius, Principal, and his able faculty. 

We are gratified to know That the property is unembarrassed, 
and hope it will ever keep free from debt. 

We recommend this school to our people, and pray for its 
continued success. 

It is located in the City of Palmyra. The property and grounds 
are estimated at $5,000. 

We trust that our High Schools may be abundantly success- 
ful in laying the foundation of Christian Education in the minds 
and hearts of their pupils, and thus prepare them for our Schools 
of higher grades.

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Sunday School Board . 

To the Bishop and Members of the Missouri Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: Your Board, to whom has been com- 
mitted the duty of inquiring into the Sunday School work of our 
conference, having surveyed the field as far as possible with the 
data at hand, find cause for profound gratitude to the Giver of all 
good for the degree of prosperity that has attended us in this 
important department of church work ; and, while we heartily com- 
mend the zeal and efficiency of many of our brethren who have 
labored so earnestly in behalf of the Sunday Schools of our 
church, we can but deplore the indifference shown in many local- 
ities throughout our entire bounds. We believe that the work of 
the Sunday School is second in importance only to the preaching 
of the Word, yet there are thousands of chilcfren reared in Meth- 
odist families, who will be lost to the church, and perhaps lost 
eternally, on account of our criminal apathy on this subject. 

The Christian world is awakening as never before to the fact 
that the church of the future will be that church which is now 
most effectually teaching the doctrines of our holy Christianity to 
the children and youth. And the most aggressive churches have 
come to understand that the Sunday School is not only the best 
arm of the church for the accomplishment of this work, but the 
only instrument by which it can be accomplished successfully. 
Romanism, under a sagacious leadership, is stealing many of our 
children, while some of our sister Protestant denominations are 
out-stripping us in proportion to our capabilities and opportuni- 
ties. Looking these facts squarely in the face, it is the profound 
conviction of your Board that the time has fully come for a for- 
ward movement; and, realizing the great and pressing need of 
constant, systematic and aggressive effort, we respectfully make 
the following recommendations : 

Whereas , (1st) by the law of the church (Meth. Dis., Art. 106) “the 
Quarterly Conference of each circuit and station is made a Board of Man- 
agers of all the Sunday Schools within its bounds,” we recommend that 
each pastor, as soon as practicable after reaching his charge, shall make 
an honest and persistent effort to obtain the cooperation of his Quarterly 
Conference, in holding during the year, within the bounds of his work, 
at least one Sunday School Conference for the promotion of that interest, 
and for obtaining all necessary information concerning the Sunday 
Schools represented, which information shall be reported to the District 
Sunday School Conference, provided for in the Discipline, Art. 106, as 
follows : “It is recommended that a Sunday School Conference be held 
in each Presiding Elder’s district, either during the session of the Dis- 
trict Conference, or at some other time during the Conference year.” 
Your Board cannot believe that one-half day or less, given to this impor- 
tant interest, meets the demands of this work, or the spirit of this rec- 
ommendation. We therefore suggest that at least one entire day be giv- 
en exclusively to the Sunday School Conference ; or, if this is impracti- 
cable, that the Sunday School Conference be held at some other time dur- 
ing the year. 

2nd. Your Board, acting upon the recommendation of the General 
Conference, fouud in the Discipline, Art. 106, desires to provide for a 
Conference Sunday School Convention, to be held some time during the 
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year, within the bounds of this Conference, and earnestly request your 
endorsement and hearty cooperation. 

3rd. Inasmuch as the law of our church says : “Let all our Sunday 

Schools use our own catechisms, etc., and, since it is lamentably true that 
very few, if any, obey this law, and since it is made the duty of the pas- 
tor to catechise the children, we recommend that our pastors and Quar- 
terly Conferences insist upon, and work for, a revival of catechetical 
instruction in the Sunday School and in the home, that our children and 
youth may be well grounded in our Methodist doctrines. In this con- 
nection we desire to express our unqualified approval of our Sunday 
School literature and heartily commend it to our people. It is not sur- 
passed by any. The libraries prepared so carefully by our publishing 
house should be in every Sunday School. 

4th. It is further the sense of this Board that in order to carry out 
successfully the recommendations of the General Conference recited 
above, there should be a faithful, energetic and efficient man in the field 
giving his entire time to the Sunday School work. We therefore most 
earnestly request this Conference to instruct or allow the Sunday School 
Board to secure a suitable man for this work, the Board to be responsible 
for his support out of such funds a& may legitimately come into their 
hands. 

5th. As the International Sunday School Convention will meet next 
June, and that Convention appoints the International Lesson Committee, 
we recommend that the Bishop appoint five delegates to that Convention. 

6th. In view of the action of this Conference two years ago, request- 
ing our Sunday Schools to raise money for the support of a missionary to 
Japan, we most heartily recommend to the Missionary Board Rev. W. A. 
Davis as a suitable man for that work. 

7th. Since, by reference to the Sunday School table it appears that 
there is a decrease in money contributed to missions, and on Children’s 
day, we urge upon our pastors and people an increase of zeal in regard to 
these interests.

Report on Temperance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Missouri Annual Conference of 
the M. E . Church South : 

The committee to whom was referred the subject of Temper- 
ance beg leave to report as follows: 

We rejoice to announce that the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, through its Discipline, gives no uncertain sound on the 
subject of temperance. It is not out of place, however, to em- 
phasize our position on a question of such vital importance as the 
liquor traffic in all its phases. 

1st. Your committee are deeply impressed with the fact that 
our membership cannot give encouragement to this great evil, 
either by the use of intoxicants or by engaging in the sale or manu- 
facture of intoxicating drinks to be used as a beverage, or by 
signing petitions for granting license, or by voting for such license 
whether high or low, without contravening the law of the church’ 

2nd. That we cannot approve of the State’s grantingalicense 
for the doing of a icrong. No crime ought to be given asemblance 
of respectability by legal enactments. But the State is bound 
either to protect the traffic or to prohibit it. Not to prohibit it 
is to give it the aegis of its protection. Therefore, since the 
question has resolved itself into whether the traffic shall be 
prohibited or protected, we, your committee, favor prohibition as 
the best method of dealing with this question, and of educating 
our children against the evils of intemperance. Your committee 
think that both liquor drinking and liquor selling are equally 
vicious, and ought equally to receive the disapproval of all fol- 
lowers of Christ. 

3d. That we do heartily approve of the acts of the governing 
power in a State in forbidding the license of the evil against the 
will of local committees, and hence condemn as a wrongful exer- 
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cise of power on the part of the general government, the granting 
of the power to sell intoxicating drinks in places where it is for- 
bidden by the local laws. 

4th. That we would recommend that all our people — ministers 
and laymen — give their hearty co-operation, in every lawful way, 
to the utter suppression of the liquor traffic. Your committee 
cannot but view with alarm the determined antagonism of the 
supporters of the saloon interests in resisting the lawful authority 
of the State to protect and sustain our Christian Sabbath, thus 
bringing into contempt the law of the land. It therefore becomes 
the duty of every Christian citizen earnestly to insist on a strict 
enforcement of the law in Church and State, in order that our 
civil institutions may be preserved, and without which we can 
have neither civil nor religious liberty. 

5th. That rejoicing in God for what has already been done 
along this line ; — that the Christian conscience has been wonder- 
fully quickened at this point ; that the Christian women of the 
land have become enlisted in this crusade against the powers of 
darkness; that business men, and men of large worldly affairs, 
have given their sympathy and aid in this struggle for God and 
Home and Native Land — we, the members of the Missouri Annual 
Conference of the M. E. Church, South, should do our part in the 
great work of saving the people from the curse of intemperance.

Orphans’ Home . 

Palmyra, Mo., Sept. 1889. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Missouri Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church , South : 

The undersigned committee, to whom was referred the resolu- 
tion in regard to the establishment of homes for orphans, beg 
leave to report as follows: 

That they have taken the matter into consideration and be- 
lieve that the ministry and membership should seriously consider 
the policy of establishing homes for orphans who are without 
suitable homes, where they shall be cared for in all respects as in 
inteligent, Christian families, and where they can be educated and 
trained for useful pursuits. We believe that a location for a Home 
judiciously selected and carried on under the auspices of the 
church would soon become self-sustaining, and tend largely to the 
development of true Christian sympathy for the indigent poor. 

In view, however, of the many pressing needs now demand- 
ing the attention of our Conference, we do not think it would be 
good policy to press the active organization of such Home at the 
present time. We think it would be better to bring the matter 
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before our church so as to awaken and increase the Christian 
sympathy with a view to future definite action, and would recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved , That a committee of one be appointed from each district, 
whose duty it shall be to receive propositions for donations of suitable 
ground for a Home for Orphans, and to report on the practicability of 
establishing such Home at next annual Conference.

Bible Cause. 

Your committee are pleased to note the decided improvement 
in the collections for this worthy cause. We find reported from 
the various charges one hundred and sixty-eight dollars collected 
to aid in the work of sending the Bible to all the world. This 
sounds like a small sum for so large and grand a purpose. It is 
small; but it is larger than the collections of former years. We 
have compared this with the collections since 1883, with the ex- 
ception of 1887, and find that in none of these years did the collec- 
tion ever reach bne hundred dollars. Last year five districts out 
of nine did not report one dollar, and the entire report was but 
$62,63. This year only one district is blank ; last year we had re- 
port from but twelve charges as giving to this cause ; this year 
there are over twenty. Of this sum the agent raised $93, and one 
presiding elder $40, leaving $35 to represent the pastors. If every 
pastor had raised one dollar, the sum would be nearly double. 
For several years we have resolved that each pastor shall take a 
collection for this cause, and very few have carried out the reso- 
lution. The object is worthy, the sum asked for is not large, and 
every one should respond. We suggest that every preacher bring a 
collection to conference next fall for the Bible cause, and that he 
see that his work is properly credited with whatever our people 
may contribute in any way for the purpose. 

The demand on the churches is much larger than the responses. 
The Bible Society last year expended $320,735 more in the 
home field than they received from all the churches. They are 
straitened for the want of money. Our immense immigration and 
the surprising destitution of those already here is alarming. We 
must turn on the light of life with a more liberal hand. This good 
seed of the kingdom must be sown thick and wide if we would 
reap the harvest for which we pray. The Bible is the bulwark of 
the country, the hope of the land. The foreign demand is rapidly

enlarging, and calls mightily to the church. Let us awake aud 
take the alarm we give. This is missionary work, without which 
our workers in many foreign fields would be penniless. We aid 
our own missionaries by aiding the Bible Society. We bless 
humanity and honor God ; therefore,

cause during the coming summer.

To the Bishop and Members of the Annual Missouri Conference in 
Session at Palmyra , Mo., Sept. 17 th, 1889. 

Dear Brethren : — In the subject of this memoir, the Key. 
Henry H. Craig, we recognize a sinner saved by grace, a useful 
member of the church for 43 years and 11 months, and a beloved 
minister of 32 years and 2 months’ standing. He was born in 
Mason, now Putnam County, West Va., January 10, 1830. In the 
spring of 1837, his parents moved to Callaway County, Mo. He 
was happily converted and joined the Methodist Church at the 
age of fifteen. 

On the 4th day of October, 1859, he married Miss Mary 
Hill, of Howard County, Mo., daughter of Judge Hill, so widely 
and favorably known. His marriage was indeed a happy one, his 
wife being a helpmeet in home and church. She preceded him 
several years to the spirit land. It may be truly said of the 
preachers who, like Bro. Craig, lived and labored in the early days 
of Missouri Methodism, that they were “constrained by the love of 
Christ,” else would they have fled the privations and hardships of 
the itinerancy at that time. It was at the Conference held in 
Louisiana, Mo., Sept. 1856, Bishop Pierce presiding, that he was 
admitted on trial in the traveling connection. 

In 1858, at the Conference in Chillicothe, Mo., Revs. W. A. 
Tarwater, D. R. Shackleford, Jesse Faubion, T. M. Lewis and 
Henry H. Craig, were admitted to full connection and ordained 
Deacons by Bishop Early. At this time there was an earnest call 
for volunteers to do missionary work in Kansas. To this call Bro. 
Craig responded, was transferred and appointed to Council Grove 
Circuit. In 1860 he was ordained Elder at Wyandotte, Kansas, by 
Bishop Kavanaugh, and appointed to Wyandotte Circuit. He 
travelled various charges in Kansas until 1870 or 1871, when he 
returned to the Missouri Conterence for which he had the highest 
regard and where he most delighted to labor. He travelled 
numerous charges in his home Conference , within which are many 
hearts to whom his name is dear, and many regard him instru- 
mentally as the means of their salvation. His, we think, will by 
no means be a starless crown. As a preacher he was thoroughly 
Methodistic in doctrine, logical as a reasoner, systematic in arrange- 
ment. His last appointment, September, 1888, was to the Brussels 
Circuit, St. Charles District. He went to his work cheerfully and 
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his preaching inspired the people with confidence, and they at once, 
by donations, fitted him for housekeeping. The entire circuit was 
hopeful and looked forward to grand success. These hopes were 
soon blasted, as their beloved pastor was stricken with pneumonia, 
and after a brief illness departed this life at Snow Hill, Lincoln 
County, Mo., December 8th, 1888, being 58 years, 10 months and 
28 days of age. His physical condition at the time of death, for- 
bade any message of love to his brethren. We commend to you 
for kindly care, tender sympathy and earnest prayer, one son and 



three daughters of a brother beloved.

HENRY BASGOM WATSON , 

Was the son of David and Mary N. Watson, and was born in Pike 
County, Mo., April 21, 1838. He departed this life in Shelbina, 
Mo., February 14th, 1889. Born of Christian parents, and reared 
by those strongly attached to Methodism, he assumed the vows 
of the church about 1850 or 1851. He was educated at Howard 
High School in Fayette, Mo., and at Wesleyan University, Middle- 
town, Conn. He was licensed to preach and was admitted on trial 
in the Missouri Conference in 1850. I have not at hand informa- 
tion in regard to the early appointments of Bro. Watson. 

In 1804, under the stress of tear and domestic claims, he located 
and removing to Bolivar, Polk county, engaged in the practice of 
law . In 1875 Bro. Watson was re-admitted to the traveling con- 
nection in the Missouri Conference, and was appointed to the 
Shelbina Circuit, being returned in 18^G. In 1877 he went to 
Hannibal for two years, where the disease from which he suffered 
so greatly during the remainder of his life, began to develop itself. 
Thence he went to Columbia station for three years. Thence to the 
Sturgeon circuit owe year. Thence to Glasgow station three years. 

In 1880 Bro. Watson went to the Denver Conference, hoping 
that the change might improve his fast failing health, and was for 
awhile connected with the Pueblo Collegiate Institute, but finding 
no rebel, he returned early in the spring of 1887, and at the session 
of the Missouri Conference for that year he was sent to Shelbina 
circuit. 

In 1888 he was appointed to Shelbina station, whence on the 
day already mentioned, he went to join the assembly of saints on 
high. 

The last ten years of Bro. Watson’s life and ministry were 
years of intense and almost constant suffering, so much so that 
the work which he performed both in and out of the pulpit, was a 
wonder to all who knew him. 

His indomitable purpose to “finish his course with joy, and 
the ministry which he had received of the Lord Jesus Christ to 
testify the gospel of the grace of God,” made him an efficient 
preacher and pastor, where others less consecrated would have 
been helpless superannuates. His preaching, too, even in his 
extremest physical weakness and suffering, was “in demonstration 
of the Spirit and of power.” 
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He was ready for his change. He passed triumphantly away. 
“It is all right ” “ The Lord knows best P “The Lord does all things 

well/' were among his last words. 

“Servant of God, well done, 

Lest from thy loved employ, 

The battle fought, the victory won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy.” 

“Oh, may we triumph so. 

When all our conflict’s past, 

And, dying, find our latest foe 
Under our feet at last.”

ALEXANDER SPENCER . 

The larger company of those composing “the Old Guard,” of 
the Missouri Conference in the pioneer times, no longer answer 
to roll call. They have laid aside their trumpets of warfare and 
are gathering, one by one, upon the other shore, amid the songs 
and the rejoicings of the saved and glorified. May we, who yet 
linger, catch the spirit and consecrated zeal of our ascended 
brethren, and may their mantel fall upon us and become an inspi- 
ration and a gracious benediction. How forceful and impressive 
comes to us the solemn utterance, “God buries His workmen but 
carries on his work.” 

Rev. Alexander Spencer, an old member of the Missouri 
Conference, died at his home in Ralls county, Missouri, in holy 
triumph, August 3rd, 1889, after a protracted sickness, aged 71 
years, 8 months and 19 days. 

The subject of this sketch was born near Frankford, Pike 
county, Missouri, April 14th, 1818, and joined the Methodist 
church in 1830; was licensed to preach at Rouseburg camp 
ground in 1845; recommended to the Annual Conference by the 
Frankford class, Rev. Andrew Monroe, presiding elder, and 
joined the Missouri Conference during the same year of 1845; 
was ordained deacon by Bishop William Capers in 1847, and 
ordained elder by Bishop Robert Paine in 1849. 

The following are some of the charges to which brother 
Spencer was assigned during his labors in the itinerancy — viz: 
Maryville circuit, Milan Mission, Gallatin circuit, Memphis, Put- 
naville, Warrenton, Yellow Creek, St. Joseph circuit and Alexan- 
dria. The last appointment he served was the New Prospect 
circuit, in Boone County, Missouri. 

Large success attended the earlier ministry of this faithful 
servant of the church. During the first five years there was 
reported to the Conference over five hundred souls added to 
the membership of our Zion, happy, bright and joyous conver- 
sions, and although often hindered and cast down because of hard 
appointments and meager support, no murmur was ever heard to 
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fall from his lips. He was true and unswerving as a consecrated 
servant of Christ. 

The name of Alexander Spencer will occupy a large page 
for the future historian of Missouri Methodism. As a preacher of 
the gospel he was strong in doctrine, true to his religious convic- 
tions, and true and unwavering in the maintenance of the life and 
integrity of the church to which his heart and talents had been 
committed during all of these years. 

He was twice married, first to Miss Mary E. Sawyer, August 
16th, 1849, to whom one son was born, and to his now bereaved 
widow, whose maiden name was Miss Louisa E. Wilmeth, he was 
married near St. Joseph, Missouri, in the year 1851, and ten 
children were born to this marriage, all of whom are still living. 

A few hours before his death he said : “If it was not for his 

faith in Christ, he did not know what he would do.” He seemed 
quite happy, but soon became speechless, though conscious to the 
last. In the beautiful cemetery grounds at Vandalia the remains 
were tenderly laid away to rest, there to abide the coming of his 
returning Lord. 

When asked if he had any message to send the brethren of 
the Conference, said he : “Tell the brethren that my faith is 
strong in God, and if we meet no more on earth, that we will 
meet in a better Conference above.” 

‘ The voice at midnight came ; 

He started up to hear ; 

A mortal arrow pierced his frame — 

He fell, but felt no fear. 

Servant of Christ, well done ; 

Praise be thy new employ ; 

And while eternal ages roll, 

Rest in thy Savior’s joy.”
